It is requested that the patent application of William F. 

Friedman and Frabk B. Rcwlett, employees of the Signal Corps, War 
Department, relating to improvement in Cryptographs, Serial No. 70,1(22, 
filed March 23, 1936, be placed under the provisions of Section U8?U, 
revised Statutes, as amended, U.S.C., title 35, section 37. The title 
in and to this invention has been assigned to the United States, as 
represented by the Secretary of War, by Assignment executed by said 
Friedman and Rowlett under date of April 2, 1936.
